SKETCH OF THE STRUCTURES.
Since the agitation began for a national celebrationor the hundredth naial day of tne United

8t>ues Republic many gooa and patriotic men
Have appeateu to the people from the platlorm
and through me press lor aid in making the enterprisewiijt 11 oukuc to be.a world's lair, where
ibe products ol American brains and American
bands may be ranged tn comparison beside those
oi all otner civilized nations. This admirable
conception met in many quarters with unexpectedand cynical criticism. Ir was called a

Philadelphia speculation, for the sole oeneflt of
Philadelphia, to people Philadelphia hotels and
boarding houses and Hit the Quaker City lrom the
ineering tradition ol its village character. Obstacleswore thrown la the way 01 tn* undertakingat Washington, in Congress tbe appro-
priation asked lor was bitterly opposed and
tbis opposition spread to many of the State legistnrea.At Albany last winter a small sum to pay
tbe expenses oi the State Centennial Commission»rswas dented. Altogether the prospects lor the
celebration looked anything but eucouraging. Hut
a great change has taken place; and what looked
like a lailure promises to be an immense success.
The absurd Jealousy of Philadelphia has worn

away. It was ilttiug to oner tbe celebration on
the ground made sacred and memorable by tbe
Declaration oi Independence. Not this considerationalone, but the fact that Philadelphia contributedJar more tnan her share, bought the
stock of the Exhibition ireely and gave 430 acres of
laud in her best park lor the buildings, showed
that, however desirable the project appeared to
tbe PbiUdelpbi&us, tbey were not disposed to
throw the burden of tbe celebration on the rest of
ibe country. In

01 uncommon interest and extent. Tne machinerybail is designed on a magniticent scale. It
Consuls ol a main iloor, aou by 1,4U2 leet and uu
annex on tne south side 20b by 2io leet. the principalportion oi the structure is one story In
beubL Projections nave been introduced in eacn
or the four sides and tne main entrances .urniahed
With iat;acies seventy-eight leet in Helmut In order to
break, trie monotony oi inc longiine in tbe exterior,
toiler uou»es will be placed along tbe soutn side
ol the building lor the display oi special kinds or
machinery. The ground plan shows two main
avenues, M leet wiue and 1,300 leet loug, with a
centie aisle between and aisles on eitoerside,
each or wruch is 60 feet in width. At tbe centre ol
tbe building tnese are crossed by a transaptso
leet wme, which is prolonged at us southern end
bejona tne line oi the main iront. lorming tbe
annex above mentioned, l his is designed to accommodatetne hydranlic machinery, and will containu tank no by loo leet, and 10 laet deep, at the
southern end ol which will oe a wateriall »&
leet blgn ana 40 teet wide, supplied by
tbe pumps on exhibition, the STStem of
s.aitiog will be more complete than that
provided at any previous exiubitlon, there being
eight main lines running almost tne entire length
oi the outlding, while counter shaits may be introducedinto ttie aisles at any point. The entire
walls or me machinery hail are oi masonry to a

the first matters In the report which he had paid
attention to, owiu? to hu visit to America, wan
the prospect oi uu oxtiibmou at the giest gatheruuat. Philadelphia next year. When hu was at
Philadelphia several most lulluentlal gentlemen
had mentioned thin matter to hlin, which, oi
course, lay very near to their Interest, aud be bad
said that he could not speak lor the people
of England or or hia ova town, as he
imagined that they had baa enough of
exhibitions; but conaiuly 11 they took uu interest
lu an exhibition anywncre It would be in
America. Although he was one or those who
thought they had been "exhibited" enouvh, and
had bad exhibitions enough, generally speaicluir,
be would be very sorry ir they did not take a

hearty aud earnest part in thia assembly ot Indus*
try lu America next year. There were several
reasons way they should do so, even if they were
rather tired or exhibitions.Jie Americans were

very grout customers, and we wished tnem 10 oe
much greater customers. They were very friendly
to u«. and, speaking Irom his own experience, be
could assure any gentleman who went to America
trim he would find hospitality and pleasure in the
reception he will receive which would compensate
him lor any trouble he might incur. There were
two or three special reasons which be wished to

state; ono was with reierence to the American
pateut laws. The Americana were Known to be
the moat inventive people in the world, and It
was exceedingly desirable that we should
oome to an agreement with them upon
such a yu atiou as the patent laws, lie
iuliy agreeu with a very deiiahuui sentiment expressedin tue report of the Bradford Cnamoer,
that whatever me two cations might agree to
would lie readily adopted Dy all others. He
thought tnat that might turn out to be true with
reguru to the patent laws, lie could not deuy or
duparsge the great inventions which we owed to
our Continental irieuds. Probably tun greater
number came from our cousins 01 the other side of
the Atlantic, and it would be a most us?iul thing
to both nations if there was exactly the same law
lor both, lie could not help out think that me
gathering next year would give an opportunity
lor the discussiou of this question, which might
result in botn countries being convinced that tney
could have tnat co-operation and nniou. There
u as anomer reason why be was anxious that we
9houid be wen represented in America.
Our iriend9 out there w.re not yet as
convinced or iree trade aa they ought
to be. The only thing that would
convince them was the feeling tnat it would be a
good tmng lor themselves, and he thought that
sceiug our goods and tnowlug the prices at which
we coutd sell them would probaoly have more
effect tnan any amount oi argument in shoeing

WHAT THE LONDON TIMES THINKS.

[From tbe London Times, Jan. 19.]
Mr. Forster himseif, wnlie still a visitor at New

York, was so far dominated, It would seem, by the
spirit of the soil that be was rape away into an

imaginative cioudland among high humanitarian
ideal* of impracticable excellence; but to such
paths hla feet have been very 11*tie accustomed,
and at Bradford, among tbe snrewd Yorkshiremenoi tne West Riding, be trod toe solid earth
once more. Here, at least, his looting was steady,
and we can lollow him with comfort as well ss in
safety. The practical advice which Mr. Forster
had to give to tbe manufacturers of bis constituencyhad special reference to the approaching
Centennial Exhibition at Philadelphia, and the
manucr In which tbis commemoration of Americanindependence might be utilized to draw
out new and stronger bonds of trading intercoursebetween us aud our transatlantic kinsmen,
'ihe lessons 01 guod sense which Mi. Forster eninrcetlin tuis imrtwuiar connection lire auscenii-

ble, ol course, ui a much niaer applicat.on, out
even iu too more Umiteu range tbey ubound to
profit. The grout International fcxnibition with
wuich toe people or tne United state* propose to
celebrate tue centenary ol the Declaration orindependenceis, an oar readers are aware, to be
held in 1870 ai Philadelphia, where on a memorable4tn oi July a hundred years befoie were
Issued, in tbe name oi a new people, and claiminga new birthright among nations, "tnose glitlertngand sounding generalities of natural
riitnt" wb.cb have graven themselves deeply
upoo tbe American cnaracccr. The success oi tbe
commemorative enterprise docs not uppeur to be
so entirely assured as might be imagined irom the
pride that Americans take in their political alitor/and in tne achievements ol their industrial
and commercial enrerprise. Tun is due partly, it
is believed, to tne jealousy wltn wtucn other parts
or tbe Luiou regard tbe supremacy ot Pennsylvaniaas a centre oi production; out in part, also, it
is due to tne simple tuct that ihe world in geuerai
has grown very weary of these international displays,and tbat wmle as in?re laira they nave
ceased to attract tbey have not yet been organizedus clearing houses oi industrial progress and
mercantile activity aud the advance in Knowledgemat is at tbe bottom of uoib.
Mr. Former, then, was solicited wulie be was in

the t'nited states to give tne Centennial Exultationat Pbiladelpma a helping hand, and thouirn
be told bis petitioners very plainly oi the difficultiesto which we have referred, thougu i>e said
ttiat, in his judgment, "We Pad been exhibited

speaking," yet he was able to adduce at uradioru
